Back in 1915 when Tennessee 
experienced one of its best crop, 
years, there was a certain “Mar- 
tinian" who was very interested in 
entering Vanderbilt University, at 
that time considered the best uni¬ 
versity not only in Tennessee but 
In the entire South.

While a freshman at the Uni¬ 
versity of Tennessee, Mr. Meek and 
some freshman friends Inaugurated 
the idea of an honor system and 
the following year saw the honor 
system Impregnated into the 
school system. 

During his sophomore year Mr. 
Meek was the representative of the 
sophomore class, and was chosen 
as junior representative to the 
honor system the following srcar. 

The summer of 1918 found Mr. 
Meek in the army. Having been 
recommended for Officers’ Candi¬ 
date School, he was soon com'- 
missioned a second lieutenant in 
the infantry. While on duty at the 
University of Notre Dame, he was 
in charge of four training com¬ 
panies. 

Upon his return to Knoxville, 
Mr. Meek was elected president of 
the senior class. Strangely esough, 
the secretary of the senior class 
became Mr. Meek’s permanent sec¬ 
retary as a lifetime job. Tee, the 
secretary was the present Mrs. 
Meek. 

In athletics at Knoxville, Mr. 
Meek was the varsity baseball 
pitcher and high individual scorer 
of the track team. I

gree in agriculture and a master^s | 
degree In scienoe.

he says he really enjoyed his col¬ 
lege days. 

After fourtecB years off service 
in the Harlan, Kentucky, schodl 
system, Mr. Meek came to the Uni¬ 
versity of Tenaessee Jundor Cdl- | 
lege. I would like to point out! 
here that through the acttvitias 
Mr. Meek participated in, while in 
college, in the army, and as super¬ 
intendent of schools at Hartan, he 
was proving himself a leader; it 
was probably for all of ttoeee rea¬ 
sons that Mr. Meek viras a^ted 
for the job of Executive Officer Of 
the University of Tennessee Junior 
Collge. 

The duties Mr. Meek has are 
many and varied, from making fre¬ 
quent trips to Knoxville to the or¬ 
ganising and counselling of the 
different faculty committees. Just 
recently he hss been teaching a 
plane geometry class. Most of the 
men in the class are about as aid 
as the years that have passed since 
he last taught a clas. 

The future of the Junior College 
is great, and with the erection of 
the erection of the new ag. build¬ 
ing practically on “Ice,” we should 
appreciate the amount of work Mr. 
Meek has done to make this possi¬ 
ble. We certainly are fortunate in 
having him pulling for our side. 
The results of his devoted work to 
the Junior College become more ap¬ 
parent every day and like the giant 
oak which was once an acorn, the 
Junior College under his wise lead¬ 
ership will continue to grow and 
prosper.

effect makes the Business Office a 
bank, receiving deposits and hon¬ 
oring checks drawn on the club’s 
account. The instructions arc sim¬ 
ple: Deposit all club income; pay 
all expenses by Student Activities 
"check.” The deposit receipt serves 
as a record of income; the copy of 
the “check” lists the expenses. The 
office maintains duplicate records 
in case club records are lost. 

The only requirement for open¬ 
ing an account is agreement on 
the part of the club or organiza¬ 
tion that the above instructions 
will be followed and that the ac¬ 
count will be maintained for at 
least the school year. Since club 
officers change frequently, the 
signature of the club sponsor must 
! appear on the payment authoriza- 
j tion for Identifying the club of- 
j fleer or officers signing. 

Obviously, funds deposited to 
any one club, organization, or class 
cannot be checked out by another 
club, organization, or class. For 
example. Freshman Class funds 
could not be checked out by 
Sophomore Class' officers, even 
though some of the funds may have 
been accumulated by some of the 
sophomores while they were fresh¬ 
men. (But it would be all right 
for the Freshman Class to prop¬ 
erly authorize its balance to next 
year's Sophomore Class.)

Dr. C. E. Brehm Named 
President of Tennessee 


The University Board of Trus-, 
tees, meeting August 24th, elected 
Dr. C. E. Brehm to the Presidency 
of the University. The action filled 
a vacancy created ia 1946 when 
President J. D. Hoskins resigned. 
Dr. Brehm, then Dean of the Col¬ 
lege of Agriculture, was elected 
acting President at that time. 

Dr. Brehm has been with the 
University for 81 years and is 
widely known for his statewide 
agricultural programs. Coming to 
the University as a Marketing Spe¬ 
cialist in 1917. the next year he 
was appointed Assistant Extension 
Director, and in 1936 he was made 
Director of Agriculture Extension 
for the State. He was made Dean 
of the College of Agriculture In 
1943. * 

Bom In Pennsylvania In 1889, 
Dr. Brehm graduated from Penn 
State Agricultural College in 1911. 
He was granted a D.Sc. degree by 
CJlemson College in 1936. He was 
a member of the faculty at Purdue 
University before coming to the 
University of Tennessee.

College were concluded,” Mr. Meek 
said. “The enrollment for the reg¬ 
ular session was 805 the first year 
I and 740 last year,” he continued, 
i "representing twice the pre-war 
enrroUment. During this period 
much additional housing, lecture 
rooms, laboratories, and equipment 
were provided and stsmdards of ex¬ 
cellence were reasonably main¬ 
tained.” 

Mr. Meek stated further that, in 
addition to providing two full 
years of engineering a few years 
ago. business administration was 
introduced last year as an ex¬ 
panded service, and this year, for ' 
the first time, organic chemistry , 
is being offered to medical stu- ; 
dents. 

Touching briefly on a program 
of expansion at big UT, Mr. Meek ■ 
mentioned the great program of; 
research, including a proposed re- j 
search hospital at Knoxville, the I 
intensified extension services, and 
the resident instruction provided , 
on a wider basis than ever before ’ 
in the history of the University, ■ 
through new facilities, housing, and 
instructional units. 

“Despite the magnitude of his 
new duties and the continuing re¬ 
sponsibilities of President Brehm, 
he is making broad plans for the 
devel*?5>mcnt of the Junior College 
at Martin as an Integral part of 
University services.’* 

A chief development now under¬ 
way is a new instructional build¬ 
ing. which will be known as the 
Agricultural Building in which ag¬ 
ricultural sciences will be taught 
and It will provide, also, lecture 
rooms and laboratories for biologi¬ 
cal sciences. According to Mr. 
Meek, the cost of construction of 
this building Is estimated at 
$500,000 and plans and specifica¬ 
tions are being rapidly completed. 
Ground for the building will prob- 
lably be broken in January and it 
I is not impossible that this building 
will be ready for occupancy by Sep- 
[tember, 1949. 

; This addition to UTJC means an 
' increase of 50 per cent in instruc¬ 
tional facilities and an additional 
$50,<XK> may e allocated by the ad¬ 
ministration for new equipment in 
this building.

For five years a record was kept 
_ of the American college students 
' who had graduated as Phi Beta 
Kappas. At the end of the five- 
year period, every Phi Beta Kappa 
was earning a salary of |10,()00 or 
more. This is one Indication of the 
value of a high scholastic record. 

In another instance, records 
were kept of 64 outstanding young 
scholars from all parts of the 
country. These 64 graduates were 
given three years in which to do 
• free study and research at Har¬ 
vard. Fifteen years later, with 
, most of the 64 under 40 and many 
under SO, the following results 
were noted. Of the 64, 49 were 
teaching in colleges and universi- 
, ties, and 32 had reached the ranks 
of professor and associate pro¬ 
fessor. 

These two casestudies point a 
moral that every really serious 
college student would do well to 
consider.
